Legislative Council of a State for .a period of 3 years from 
the date of this order.

PRESENT: 

Hon’ble Mr. Justice M.P. Varma. 

M, P. Varma, J.-—Sbri Vinayak Prasad Yadav, the peti¬ 
tioner contested the election for tile Saharsa Parliamentary 
Constituency, in the last “T ok Sabba Election” held in the 
month of January, 1980. The icspondent No. 1 and other 
respondents also contested the same and it was respondent 
No. 1. Shri Kamal Nath Jha, who was declared elected. 

2. The petitioner was a nominated candidate of Janatu 
(Secular), and the respondent No. 1 was the nominee of the 
Indian National Congress T (Tndirn) whereas other respondents 
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icprcsented and fought the election from difieieut parties— 
ptaitorm and some of them contested as independent can¬ 
didates. Ihe polling was on 6-1-1980. But on the date oi 
counting an order tor re-polling of certain booths was passed. 
The counting at some ot the booths was suspended and re¬ 
polling was ordered. The re-pollingon those booths took place 
on 9-1-1980, and it was only after final declaration that res¬ 
pondent No. 1, Kumul Nath Jha, was dccluicd elected to 
the I.ok Snbha for Suharsa Parliamentary Constituency. 

3. Ihe petitioner, m this petition filed under Sections 8u 
and 81 ol the Representations of People Act, 1951, challeng¬ 
ed the validity of the result declared m favour of respondent 
No. 1. lc., to sny that the election was challenged on the 
soul ground that the counting and the scrutiny ot the votes 
polled in tne election were not fairly done, and various irre¬ 
gularities were committed in counting (lie votes polled in 
favour of the petitioner. The main ground of attack is that 
the Returning Officer, arbitrarily, on unreasonable and un¬ 
justified reasons suspended the counting of some of those 
rxx.uhs and passed a wrong order for re-polling at those 
booths. It is a case of the petitioner that in the premises of 
(he fact and the circumstances, order for fresh poll was 
without jurisdiction as there was no material warranting re¬ 
pelling, at those booths and, therefore, the election has been 
challenged as being illegally done. The respondent, on the 
other hand, refuted the allegation. It has been pleaded that 
there were materials available as required under Section 58 
of the Representations of People Act, 1951, and the Relum¬ 
ing Officer, on being satisfied, passed ordei for re-pollmg, 
after suspending the counting of the votes earlier. It has also 
been pleaded that the election petition is otherwise fit to be 
dismissed for non-compliance of the provision of Sections 81. 
82, 83 and also Section 117 of the Representations of People 
Act. 

4. The petitioner alone has examined himself as a witness, 
He has not produced any other witness to support liis state¬ 
ment. I find that the petitioner has admitted on oath that he 
was not present in the counting hall nor did he visit any one 
of the booths at the time of polling. Admittedly, he is not, 
competent to speak what irregularities were committed. His 
evidence, therefore, cannot be accepted to hold that there 
was no such irregularity to warrant re-polling. 

5. 1 find that the material facts mentioned in the petition 
challenging the election have not been proved. The charges 
are vague and no document in support of the allegations have 
been brought on record. Even the icpoits of the Ptesidfm; 
Officer or his diary have not been called for to show that 
the election at those disputed booths (as stated in the petition— 
where there was re-polling) was peaceful, free and fair. 
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<k The lcspondent No 1, on the other hand, has stated in 
ins pleadings that the diary of the Presiding Officer would 
show commission of some such irregularity and that the 
counting of the votes on such report was lightly suspended 
and that findings material as required under Section 58 of the 
Representations of People Act, a valid order for 1 e-pollins 
was passed bv the Reluming Officer 

7, Ju the course of argument, the Counsel foi the petitionei 
has clearly given out that the petitioner does not want 
to prosecute this case- The Learned Counsel has further 
conceded that since the petitioner is not interested in the 
litigation any longer, he did not produce any other evidence 
in support of the pleadings made in the petition challenging 
the election 

8, At one stage the Counsel for the petitioner ashed foi 
the withdrawal of the case but since the trial had concluded, 
it is being disposed of on merit 


0, It has been seen, as discussed above, that the peluionet 
could not prove by any positive and trustworthy evidence that 
there was any illegality in odenng foi re-polling at sonic 
ot the booths and at any rate the action of suspension of 
counting of votes and fresh polling cannot be deemed to be 

\ Old. 

10. In the circumstances, I find no merit in the election 
petition and the case of the petitioner is, lherefoie, dismissed. 
But in the circumstances of the facts, T do not pass any order 
for costs.
